In the light of the amendments, the rejection under 35 U.S.C.1 03 (a) as being 
unpatentable over Smalley et al. (US 2002/0046872) in view of Kuper et al. (US 
7,365,1 00), in further view of Smalley et al. (2004/0038251 ) with respect to claims 1 -1 9 
has been withdrawn.
